Temporary Ordinance Fix¬ 
ing Setback Restrictions 
Urged On Council 

To safeguard the future of 
Sierra Madre and prevent the re¬ 
cently adopted zoning law from 
becoming at least partly nullified, 
the city planning commission has 
recommended that the city coun¬ 
cil immediately adopt a uniform 
setback ordinance even though it 
be a temporary one. Eventually a 
comprehensive ordinance fixing 
the set back line on every street 
in every section of the city will 
be adopted as an amendment to 
the zoning law. 

The city planners feel that in 
the interim, with much home con¬ 
struction going on, new buildings 
may go up without regard to uni¬ 
formity in che matter of setback 
and that a temporary ordinance 
prohibiting the erection of any 
structure less than from 25 to 35 
feet from the sidewalk in any 
part of the city would act as 
a stopgap. 

After a lengthy discussion by 
the council of the possibility of 
drawing an interim ordinance the 
city engineer was directed to 
bring in a recommendation on the 
subject at the next council meet¬ 
ing on April 11.

that would be affected to put 
pressure on Washington to have 
our semi-boycott against German 
goods repealed. In other words, 
their threat is an adroit scheme 
to create a clear-cut split in pub¬ 
lic opinion and develop a pro- 
Nazi bloc of sentiment among 
Americans. The reprisal itself is 
mainly bluff .since Germany now 
buys from us only what she is 
unable to obtain anywhere else. 
Those “splitting" tactics worked 
in Austria and again in Czecho¬ 
slovakia. One section of the pub¬ 
lic was aroused to take sides 
against another part of the pub¬ 
lic, leaving the nation divided in 
the face of its common enemy. 
On this cynical technique, the 
early Romans built an empire. 
They called it the “divide and 
rule” policy. Another way of stat¬ 
ing it today, and as Hitler and 
Dr. Goebbels might state it, 
would be "In disunity there is 
strength—for the Nazis.” 

Slick as their scheme may be, 
we place our faith in America’s 
hard-headed common-sense and 
native skepticism to see through

Some day they will discover—

to do—that in one form or an¬ 
other they meet the tax collector 
every day—when they go to a 
movie, when they buy a radio, a 
package of cigarettes, an automo¬ 
bile, and pay their rent. 

We are taxpayers all. The size 
of tax budgets is rightfully every¬ 
body’s business, and the legisla¬ 
tors are in Sacramento to handle 
that business the way we want 
them to.

An illuminating report just is¬ 
sued by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York goes a long 
way toward explaining the unem¬ 
ployment situation and the failure 
of business to recover as rapidly 
as everyone had hoped for. It re¬ 
veals that in the last five years 
commercial banks, Insurance com¬ 
panies, savings banks and other 
pools of capital which formerly 
directed their funds mainly into 
private investments, have put 
about $17,000,000,000 into Fed¬ 
eral securities, compared to about 
$1,700,000,000 into corporate se¬ 
curities. 

Obviously, this means that 
business is afraid—scared by the 
various governmental experiments 
of the last few years and the 
growing disposition to crack down 
and harass it. Investors want a 
reasonable prospect of their 
money bringing a fair return, at 
least not being subject to con¬ 
fiscation. When government, with 
its vast resources behind It, in¬ 
vades the business field as it has 
been doing increasingly, private 
enterpirse is at a decided disad¬ 
vantage. So, with an unprece¬ 
dented volume of idle money on 
their hands, these pools of capital 
that would ordinarily turn into 
the creation of business and em- j 
ployment, has been placed where 
the investors believed it would be 
reasonably safe—into federal se¬ 
curities where it creates neither j 
business nor employment.

LITTLE WONDER 


Almost audible sighs of relief 
came from all parts of the State 
when Governor Olson announced 
his objection to an increased 
gasoline tax. 

Little wonder! California is the 
most thoroughly “motorized” 
State in the Union. One person 
in less than three holds a license 
to dirve a car, and the threat 
of a lift in motor fuel costs 
sounds the alarm bell for most 
California families. 

But Governor Olson only mo¬ 
mentarily silenced the warning 
bell. Demands for a bigger gas 
tax are being heard in the Legis¬ 
lature once more, and motorists 
are wondering, quite naturally, if 
another mark-up may not prove 
more than the traffic can bear. 

If motorists were not paying 
their reasonable share, they 
would have little cause for com¬ 
plaint, but highway users ARE 
paying their full share, and have 
been for years. The motorist, in 
fact, has proved such a windfall 
to state treasuries that his tax 
dollars now acount for one-third 
of all California's tax receipts! 

It is worth noting that in 1923 
the average price of gasoline per 
gallon was 21 cents .excluding 
taxes. Today improved methods 
of drilling and. refining have re¬ 
duced that average price to 14*4 
cents, but mounting taxes have 
virtually wiped out any savings 
to the consumer. 

Since the motorist's yearly gas¬ 
oline tax bill has leaped from 
$4.37 in 1923 to $35.37 at the 
present time, it is with good rea¬ 
son he feels the traffic is now 
carrying all that it can bear. 

Sacramento legislators might 
find it wise to look carefully be¬ 
fore they leap—with a higher 
tax—on the motorists' back.

Dean, Cleveland; and assistant 
supervisors. 

The state ranger or county for¬ 
ester from each county has re¬ 
ceived an invitation as well as 
the San Diego conservation com¬ 
mission, members and representa¬ 
tives of the bi-county organiza¬ 
tion, and representatives of the 
Los Angeles Conservation Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Because this meeting is of great 
importance to foothill communi¬ 
ties the Sierra Madre Chamber 
of Commerce is sending out a 
call for attendance support from 
all organizations. Reservations 
may be made by calling William 
Burr at 7, or John FitzGerald, 
chairman of the conservation 
committee, at 4803.
